From Ban Phu 
people can tour the area and see the traditional life of the Phu Thai 
people. While in Ban Phu you can stay in traditional houses while 
observing the daily life and the cultural traditions of the Phu Thai 
people. Visitors are welcomed with a traditional welcome dance 

and parade leading to the Community Learning Center of Ban Phu. 
At the center visitors learn about the identity of the local community 
and are able to sample the best foods brought in by locals. Some

I n the year 1881 some of the villagers from Nong Sung migrated to live on the bank of the Bang-I Creek. 
However, there was a flood and many of the people contracted dysentery causing them eat less. Around 20 of the 
families led by Mr. Suphosombat, Mr. Mahasongkhram, Mr. Mahasana, and Mr. Kittirat migrated to the right bank 
of Krabaen Creek and to a local vegetable field where the leader, Mr. Noon already lived. He called the area 

Ban Lup Phu. They made Mr. Suphosombat the leader. After around 30 years they moved to another small 
mountain, which is modern-day Ban Phu.
